Apologies  to  those  who  have  not  received  their 
issues.  Please  feel  free  to  call  the  office  if  you  are  not 
receiving  your  Bulletin. 

Another  aspect  of  the  Bulletin  that  has  undergone 
transition  has  been  the  financial  and  administrative  man- 
agement of  the  paper.  Under  the  stewardship  of  Alyce 
Baker.  Business  Manager,  the  Bulletin  is  operating  on  a 
much  more  businesslike  basis,  ensuring  the  best  possible 
product  at  the  best  possible  costs.  Also,  from  a business 
perspective  let  me  tell  you  that  we  have  computerized 
our  operations  in  regards  to  advertising,  billing  and  sub- 
scriptions.

the  same  scale,  the  dimensions  of 
Israel  and  some  Canadian  provinces. 

Judging  the  coverage  of  Israel  by 
the  media,  it  might  be  perceived  as 
the  biggest  country  in  the  Middle  East 
and  we  hope  that  the  accompanying 
map  will  be  able  to  demonstrate  the 
true  size  and  the  security  concerns  of 
the  country.

Reference  was  made  not 
only  to  the  plight  of  Jews  in  the  Commonwealth  of  In- 
dependent States  and  Syria  but  also  to  the  desperate  situa- 
tion of  people  in  Bosnia-Herzogovina  and  Somalia.  As 
always  marchers  carried  placards;  this  year  the  placards 
criticized  human  rights  abuses  wherever  they  may  occur. 
And  this  year,  as  always,  Harry  Koffman  provided  the 
signs.  A very  long  overdue  yasher  koach  to  Harry  for  his 
ongoing  willingness  to  help  the  community  in  this  way.  As 
well,  thank  you  to  Hy  Bloom  for  continuing  to  supply  quali- 
ty sound  systems  for  community  events. 

DAVID  IRVING  DENIED  ENTRY  INTO 
CANADA:  In  a recent  decision  the  Department  of 
Employment  and  Immigration  has  denied  David  Irving  en- 
try into  Canada  on  the  grounds  that  he  has  been  convicted 
of  a criminal  offence  (in  Germany  and  Australia)  that  is 
counter  to  the  Immigration  Act.  This  is  a clear  statement 
that  propagators  of  hate  will  not  be  allowed  into  Canada 
for  the  express  purpose  of  spewing  their  venom.  This  deci- 
sion is  currently  under  appeal.  However,  we  are  hopeful 
that  the  decision  will  be  upheld  and  that  Irving,  who  has 
been  in  Ottawa  twice  in  the  last  two  years,  will  not  return.

Visiting  an  old  friend 


Shortly  after  settling  into  my  new  office,  albeit  for  just  a short 
stay,  I decided  to  do  some  exploring  around  the  building.  Of  course 
it  wasn't  really  a discovery  tour,  as  over  the  years  Fve  run  in  and 
out  of  this  place  for  countless  meetings  and  programmes.  But  my 
mission  on  these  occasions  was  more  single-minded.  I headed 
directly  to  my  meeting  and  would  promptly  leave  when  it 
adjourned. 

So  it  was  time  to  reacquaint  myself  with  this  place,  as  this  revolv- 
ing door  type  of  visit  was  not  always  so  for  me.  In  fact,  having 
grown  up  in  Ottawa,  I had  spent  many  wonderful  hours  happily 
ensconced  in  this  building.  As  I walked  about,  my  immediate 
impression  was  of  the  actual  physical  layout.  Over  the  years,  neces- 
sity and  ingenuity  had  transformed  the  snack  bar  to  J.C.C.  offices; 
the  arts  and  crafts  room  to  a storage  area;  a cloakroom  to  a gift 
shop;  and  a stairwell  to  an  elevator  shaft. 

Although  the  dividing  walls  had  been  physically  altered,  the 
spaces  therein  still  remained  somewhat  fixed  in  time  for  me.  For  a 
building  is  not  just  an  architectural  puzzle,  it  has  an  entity  of  its 
own  with  its  unique  sights,  smells  and  sounds. 

As  I wandered  downstairs,  I could  still  smell  the  smoky  aroma  of 
hotdogs  sizzling  on  the  grill  in  the  snack  bar.  Its  funny,  I would 
never  eat  hotdogs  at  home  — still  don’t  — - but  there  was  something 
about  the  Sunday  snack  bar  version,  lathered,  of  course,  as  any  kid 
would  do,  with  an  unsightly  heap  of  mustard. 

Wandering  further,  I conjured  up  the  sight  of  Saturday  night  teen 
dances,  the  strains  of  rock  and  roll  music  puncturing  the  air.  In 
those  days,  we  didn't  go  to  the  Centre  to  meet  new  people,  — we 
already  knew  everybody,  — but  it  was  an  accepted  and  integral  part 
of  the  social  merry-go-round.  Often  the  local  TV  and  radio  stations 
would  send  along  their  younger  announcers  to  “host”  these  events. 
A few  times,  I remember,  our  host  was  Peter  Jennings  — yes.  that 
Peter  Jennings. 

The  smell  of  the  paints  and  oils  still  seem  to  permeate  the  wails 
of  the  old  arts  and  crafts  room.  I recall  how  each  summer  at  Day 
Camp  we  would  cut  off  long  strands  of  brightly  coloured  lanyard 
(gymp,  to  us  older  folks)  and  transfer  it  into  bracelets  — square 
ones,  round  ones,  multicoloured  and  monochromatic  ones.  I must 
have  had  miles  and  miles  of  the  stuff  by  summer’s  end. 

At  tour's  end,  this  aging  building  still  looked  good  to  me.  espe- 
cially when  all  my  visions  were  filtered  through  rose  coloured  lens- 
es.

Dear  Editor: 

I am  writing  in  reply  to  the  let- 
ter sent  to  you  regarding  Hillel 
Lodge  which  appeared  in  The 
Ottawa  Jewish  Bulletin  & Review 
on  September  25, 1992.  Unfortu- 
nately the  situation  for  long  term 
care,  nursing  home  or  chronic 
care  facilities  is  in  a crisis  situa- 
tion in  Ottawa.  Waiting  lists  exist 
in  most  facilities  in  the  city.  The 
waiting  list  as  of  October  1,  1992 
at  Hillel  Lodge  is  six. 

I sympathize  with  the  writer’s 
situation  and  thank  this  individual 
for  bringing  it  to  the  attention  of 
the  Jewish  Community.  I am  sure 
that  our  staff  is  considering  this 
situation  with  as  much  fairness 
and  compassion  as  it  does  with  all 
such  requests  for  admission  to 
care  that  we  receive. 

Placing  our  parents  in  a home 
for  the  aged  is  not  something 
most  of  us  consider  until  an 
immediate  crisis  arises.  We 
expect  the  facility  we  desire  to  be 
able  to  accept  our  parent  when 
we  need  them.  In  reality  this  is 
rarely  the  case. 

Hillel  Lodge  was  built  as  a resi- 
dence for  people  who  could  look 


after  most  of  their  own  needs  but 
would  benefit  from  the  facilities 
of  a residence.  The  population  in 
general,  and  this  includes  the 
Jewish  population,  is  living  longer 
than  ever  before.  We  are  proud 
to  say  that  the  average  age  of  our 
residents  is  87  years  old.  As  the 
population  aged  and  the  nursing 
care  needs  increased,  Hillel 
Lodge  turned  some  of  their  beds 
into  extended  care  beds,  beds 
assigned  to  those  who  need  more 
than  1 1/2  hours  of  daily  nursing 
care.  Hillel  Lodge  is  not  present- 
ly equipped  to  care  for  individu- 
als at  the  chronic  care  level,  who 
often  require  more  than  three 
hours  of  daily  nursing  care.  Hillel 
Lodge  as  it  was  originally  envi- 
sioned has  had  to  change  its  focus 
to  meet  changing  demands.

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View  from 
the  Pulpit 


In  Quest  of  Unity 
By  Rabbi  Saul  I.  Aranov 
Congregation  Beth  Shalom 


At  the  dawn  of  human  history  it  was  relatively  easy  for 
unity  to  be  realized.  The  biblical  narrative  relates  a story 
about  such  an  effort  that  transpired  after  the  generation  of 
the  Flood.  However,  their  major  premise  was  based  on  rebel- 
lion against  the  Deity.  Therefore  the  device  that  led  to  the 
disunity  and  dispersion  of  the  people  was  the  babble  of 
tongues  which  resulted  in  an  inability  to  communicate  with 
one  another. 

One  of  the  salient  themes  of  the  High  Holy  Days  is  a quest 
for  the  unity  of  the  world  based  on  the  unitary  principle 
which  is  recognition  of  the  Almighty.  The  symbol  of  the 
Sukkah  was  to  have  universal  application  as  in  the  Messianic 
age  all  people  of  the  world  were  to  build  a Sukkah  as  atone- 
ment for  the  Tower  of  Babel.  The  Sukkah  symbolizes  the 
trust  we  place  in  God  while  the  Tower  of  Babel  was  a 
pedestal  for  man  to  use  as  a fortress  from  which  to  war 
against  the  Lord. 

Some  think  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  develop  a sense  of 
unity  in  so  vast  a country  as  Canada  where  the  regions  are 
many  and  diverse.  Again  a babble  of  tongues  have  become  a 
point  of  contention.  Yet,  for  125  years  a federal  system  of 
governance  has  prevailed  with  its  imperfections.  Today, 
many  ask,  “What  price  must  be  paid  to  sustain  this  unity?” 
Others  consider  what  it  will  cost  Canadians  if  that  unity 
should  come  apart. 

It  seems  that  the  fate  of  the  Canadian  referendum  will  at 
best  produce  the  kind  of  response  that  the  French  referen- 
dum gave  to  the  Maastricht  proposal.  At  worst  a stalemate 
will  follow  which  can  fuel  the  forces  of  separation.  I pre- 
pared some  T.V.  programs  two  years  ago  emphasizing  the 
importance  of  leaching  about  Canadian  unity.  These  pro- 
grams were  shown  at  6:00  a.m.  during  some  winter  mornings 
on  a major  network  more  than  a year  ago.  It  is  my  view  that 
for  the  sake  of  peace  and  economic  prosperity  that  a yes  vote 
is  more  desirable  even  though  the  final  constitutional  product 
will  be  far  from  perfect.  Compromises  are  necessary  in  order 
to  achieve  peace  and  a semblance  of  unity.  This  accords  with 
a religious  perspective  which  pursues  unity  although  not 
homogeneity. 

So  Close  Yet  So  Far 

On  Simchat  Torah  we  held  the  Torah  close  to  us  and  we 
and  our  children  perambulated  the  synagogue  during 
“Hukafot"  joining  together  joyously  in  a Torah  dance.  We 
know,  however,  “so  close  yet  so  far”  as  many  distance  them- 
selves from  the  Torah  for  many  months  to  come.  Social  sci- 
entists who  study  the  contemporary  Jewish  communities 
inform  us  that  the  younger  generations  of  Jews  are  not  join- 
ers as  were  those  of  the  previous  generations.  They  are 
regarded  as  stand-offish  and  don’t  get  involved  in  supporting 
communal  institutions. 

There  is  no  better  lime  than  the  present  to  participate  in 
communal  institutional  endeavors  such  as  Day  Schools, 
Senior  Citizens'  establishments,  shut-ins.  hospitals  visitation, 
etc.  In  the  Jewish  Community,  the  New  Year  is  a solemn 
lime  when  we  are  over-awed  by  the  atmosphere  of  Divine 
Judgment.  In  fact,  we  recite  the  disavowal  service  of  Kol 
Nidrci  at  the  onset  of  the  Holiest  Day.  The  time  for  resolu- 
tions and  for  their  implementation  is  observed  after  the  holi- 
day season  passes.  In  the  Torah  society  of  the  past,  the  stu- 
dents pledged  themselves  to  study  additional  texts  beyond 
what  the  school  curriculum  required.  Those  who  wpre  not 
engaged  in  study  would  donate  so  much  for  candles  to  light 
the  synagogue  and  the  houses  of  study;  also  so  much  for  fuel 
to  keep  those  facilities  warm  during  the  winter  months. 

In  recent  years,  some  women  have  taken  a greater  interest 
in  JcMish  studies.  A woman  informed  in  the  Torah  way  of 
life  can  engender  an  atmosphere  of  "informed  holiness''  in 
her  home  as  well  as  in  communal  activities  and  institutions. 
1 he  role  of  the  woman  in  modem  and  contemporary  society 
has  been  enhanced  by  her  involvement  in  the  professions,  in 
the  world  of  commerce  and  in  the  educational  field.  The 
unsung  contribution  that  women  are  making  today  is  in  the 
field  of  Jewish  education  at  all  levels.  The  greatest  achieve- 
ment in  Judaism  was  “Talmud  Torah  ke-neged  kulam"  - 
Torah  study  to  increase  our  own  knowledge  of  the  Divine 
Will  and  to  disseminate  this  knowledge  to  others.

community  of  Marranos  in  Bel- 
monte, Portugal,  who  are  still 
concealing  many  of  their  Jewish 
practices  unto  this  day,  five  cen- 
turies after  the  Spanish  Inquisi- 
tion. 

Frederic  Brenner  was  fortunate 
to  make  the  acquaintance  of  a 
Belmonte  family  member  who 
moved  to  Israel  and  introduced 
Brenner  to  the  community  back 
home.  These  Jews,  although  they 
are  aware  that  the  Inquisition  has 
ended  and  that  they  may  practice 
their  religion,  are  now  confused 
about  how  the  ritual  is  actually 
practiced.  By  now,  the  secret 


members  have  become  part  of  the 
ritual,  thereby  taking  on  a sacred 
aspect. 

For  instance,  they  do  not  per- 
mit any  strangers  to  view  their 
Passover  Seder  which  is  conduct- 
ed in  an  attic  behind  curtained 
windows,  it  was  only  through  the 
special  efforts  of  his  Israeli  friend 
that  Brenner  was  invited  to  par- 
ticipate and  film  the  event. 

Confusion  about  the  practices 
and  about  the  history  of  Judaism 
is  common  amongst  these  people 
who  attach  themselves 
tenaciously  to  any  shred  of  Judaic 
information  they  can  glean. 
Some  of  the  interviews  with  the 
older  members  of  the  community 
are  amusing  to  viewers  who  were 
educated  in  different  circum- 
stances. 

Indeed,  there  are  many  light 
moments  in  the  film  as  well  as 
many  poignant  moments  that 
Frederic  Brenner's  keen  artistic 
eye  and  sensitivity  are  able  to 
provide.  The  viewing  of  The  Last 
Marranos  of  Portugal  is  an  oppor- 
tunity that  should  not  be  missed.

In  a small  yet  significant 
way,  the  Immigration  Depart-, 
merit’s  recent  decision  to  bar 
British  Holocaust  Denier  David 
Irving  from  entering  Canada 
points  to  what  as  so  precious 
about  our  Canada,  what  distin- 
guishes it  among  the  nations  of 
the  world  and  singles  it  out  for 
particular  acclaim. 

David  Irving,  author  of  a 
multitude  of  volumes  on  the 
history  of  the  Second  World 
War,  many  of  which  are  avail- 
able in  Canadian  book  stores, 
was  recently  convicted  in  Ger- 
many for  denying  the  Nazi  ef- 
fort to  exterminate  the  Jewish 
people.  He  has  been  denounced 
in  a resolution  of  the  British 
House  of  Commons  and  has 
been  called  a Nazi  apologist.  As 
a witness  called  in  the  defence 
of  Ernst  Zundel  his  role  was  to 
legitimize  ZundePs  Holocaust 
Denial.

Irving  has  travelled  to  Cana- 
da each  fall  for  the  last  few 
years,  offering  a series  of  lec- 


tures from  BC  to  Ontario. 
Often  with  a racist  skinhead  es- 
cort, lectures  attracted  varied 
audiences  of  Nazi  sympathiz- 
ers, right-wing  extremists,  and 
curious  citizens. 

An  Ottawa  lecture  two  years 
ago  produced  a young  recruit  to 
the  Holocaust  Denial  cause, 
who  went  on  to  produce  a 
Holocaust  Denial  article  for  her 
high  school  paper.  How  many 
others  were  recruited  to  this 
destructive  cause  we  can’t  tell, 
but  even  one  young  mind  pol- 
luted in  such  a way  is  too  many. 
As  to  Holocaust  Denier’s  abil- 
ity to  inspire  right-wing  ex- 
tremists, one  has  but  to 
consider  the  degree  to  which 
such  material  appears  in  anti- 
Semitic  publications  and  mes- 
sage lines  to  recognize  the 
impact. 

We,  among  other  organiza- 
tions, have  urged  respectable 
venues,  often  unwittingly 
booked  by  Irving  promoters,  to 
carefully  consider  the  appropri- 
ateness of  such  a speaker  at 
their  platforms.  Once  aware  of 
his  background,  most  chose  to 
turn  down  the  business.  This 
was  very  much  to  their  credit  as 
responsible  corporate  citizens. 
The  courts  upheld  decisions  to 
cancel.  In  their  adopting  such 
a stance  they  displayed  a laud- 
able awareness  of  the  extent  to 
which  racism  is  a problem  in

Canada,  and  of  the  dangers  in- 
herent in  the  promotion  of 
hatred  against  identifiable 
groups. 

Parliamentarians  spoke  out 
against  Irving  and  his  message, 
the  Minister  of  Multicultural- 
ism  and  Citizenship  spoke  out, 
providing  among  the  most  im- 
pressive demonstrations  of 
ministerial  responsibility  in  our 
recent  history.  City  councils 
around  the  country  addressed 
the  problem  Irving  presents.  All 
of  these  interventions  arose  out 
of  an  awareness  of  what 
Holocaust  Denial  is  and  the 
damage  done  to  all  of  us  by  ra- 
cism, no  matter  how  craftily 
disguised.  A11  of  these  interven- 
tions arose  out  of  a profound 
commitment  to  a set  of  Cana- 
dian values  of  which  we  should 
be  proud. 

Canadians  recognize  that  hate 
propaganda  poses  a real  threat 
to  the  very  fabric  of  our 
democracy  and  to  our  way  of 
life.  Our  Supreme  Court  upheld 


the  hate  propaganda  laws  in  the 
cases  of  Keegstra  and  Andrews 
and  Smith.  In  doing  so  a cen- 
tral Canadian  value  was  af- 
firmed: our  appreciation  of  and 
commitment  to  the  contribu- 
tion made  to  Canadian  society 
at  large  of  our  diverse  religious, 
ethnic,  racial  and  linguistic 
groups.  Even  in  the  Supreme 
Court’s  acquittal  of  Ernst  Zun- 
del earlier  this  year,  while  the 
law  under  which  he  was  con- 
victed twice  was  found  faulty, 
there  was  no  sympathy  for  his 
activities.  The  Court’s  majori- 
ty decision  even  may  be  seen  to 
recommend  Canada’s  adoption 
of  anti-Holocaust  Denial  legis- 
lation. We  have  urged  the 
Department  of  Justice  to  move 
on  this  score. 

While  significant  strides  have 
been  made  in  combatting  ra- 
cism and  anti-Semitism, 
whether  through  the  Courts, 
the  action  of  various  Human 
Rights  Commissions,  or  our 
schools  and  media,  there  can  be 
little  doubt  that  much  remains

to  be  done.  A recently-released 
study  conducted  for  the 
Department  of  Employment 
and  Immigration  by  Ekos 
Research  Associates  suggests  a 
hardening  of  attitudes  towards^ 
immigration  and  the  admission' 
of  refugees.  While  the  sorry 
state  of  the  economy  is  surely 
a contributing  factor  here,  there 
is  little  doubt  that  given  the  ori- 
gins of  many  who  seek  to  im- 
migrate to  Canada,  at  least  part 
of  the  hostility  is  racially 
motivated. 

Beyond  this,  we  continue  to 
be  plagued  with  racist  message 
lines  run  by  the  Klan  and  other 
groups,  extremist  right-wing 
rallies,  and  the  circulation  of 
hate  publications.  Racism 
flourishes  in  an  environment  of 
economic  depression  and  con- 
stitutional confusion.  We  dare 
not  minimize  the  problem. 

The  Immigration  Depart- 
ment’s reported  decision  in  the 
Irving  case  may  be  of  special  in- 
terest to  only  a few  in  our  coun- 
try, but  the  judgments 
informing  it  ought  not  to  be  ig- 
nored, nor  the  message  flowing 
from  it:  We  have  built  here,  all 
of  us,  a special  society  based  in 
values  which  have  placed  us  on 
the  cutting  edge  of  civilization. 
We  face  many  challenges  on  the 
way  to  achieving  our  true 
potential  as  a nation,  and  we 
can  best  meet  those  challenges 
together,  with  the  full  power  of 
our  diversity  devoted  to  this 
cause.

Here  are  some  new  fish  dishes  I tried  and  loved  and  know  that 
you  will  too.  These  are  festive  enough  for  company  and  definite- 
ly easy  enough  to  serve  every  day.  Serve  with  your  favourite  side 
dishes  and  a decadent  dessert  and  you  have  a delicious  and  visually 
beautiful  meal  in  no  time  at  all! 

Stuffed  Flounder 

1 1/2  cups  frozen  broccoli  4 4-oz.  flounder  fillets 

cuts,  thawed  2 Tbsp.  dry  white  wine 

2 Tbsp.  chopped  canned  or  1/4  cup  plain  yogurt 

homemade  roasted  sweet  pepper  1 green  onion,  chopped 
1 slice  whole  wheat  bread  1/4  tsp.  curry  powder 

1 large  egg  white  1/4  tsp.  black  pepper 

In  processor,  process  broccoli,  red  pepper,  whole  wheat  bread 
and  egg  white  until  well  combined. 

Divide  into  four  and  spoon  onto  smooth  side  of  fillets.  Roll 
up  jelly  roll  fashion  around  filling.  Place  fish  rolls,  seam  side  down 
in  I 1 /2-quart  microwave-safe  dish.  Add  white  wine  to  dish.  Cover 
and  microwave  on  HIGH  4-5  minutes  or  until  fish  flakes  easily 
with  a fork  and  filling  is  hot.  Place  fillets  onto  two  serving  plates. 
Stir  yogurt,  green  onion,  curry  powder  and  black  pepper  into 
juices  in  dish  until  well  mixed.  Microwave  on  HIGH  for  30  se- 
conds or  until  heated  through.  Spoon  mixture  over  fish.  Serve 
immediately  with  rice  if  desired.  Serves  two.  Recipe  can  be  dou- 
bled. Cook  for  7-8  minutes  or  until  done.

Add  mushrooms  and 
artichoke  hearts  and  saute  for  five  minutes,  stirring  gently.  Add 
the  lemon  juice  and  sprinkle  with  salt  and  pepper  to  taste.  Divide 
the  vegetables  and  sauce  on  top  of  the  fillets  and  serve.  Serves 
four.

A nostalgic  trip  through  “Pesky  Weeds” 


By  Lewis  Levendel 

For  persons  with  any 
familiarity  with  Ottawa’s  past, 
Harold  Rubin’s  memoirs  will 
be  a romp  through  nostalgia 
from  the  1910s  to  the  1960s 
evoking  places  and  names  as  he 
relates  joyous  good  times  as  a 
youth  growing  up  in  the  capital, 
and  later  in  the  military  as  the 
first  Jew  in  the  Governor- 
General’s  Foot  Guards. 

As  one  of  the  “pesky  weeds” 
in  a large  family  which 
emigrated  to  Canada  in  1912, 
Harold  Rubin  recounts  mainly 
happy  days  and  positive  ex- 
periences despite  some  tough 
times  for  his  family  during  its 
early  years  in  Ottawa,  and  later 
during  the  Depression.  With 
the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force 
Bomber  Command  overseas 
during  World  War  II,  he  was 
decorated  with  the  Distinguish- 
ed Flying  Cross. 

While  in  the  service,  Rubin 
began  and  continued  a diary  for 
35  years.  With  the  assistance  of 
his  wife  Laura,  he  finished  the 
diary  in  1971  — the  year  he 
died. 

This  soft-cover  volume  was 
produced  as  a joint  venture  of 
the  Ottawa  Jewish  Historical 
Society  and  Rubin’s  daughter, 
Sorrell  Gwartzman  of  Toronto. 
Society  Archivist  Shirley  Ber- 
man edited  the  diaries. 


Familiar  Landmarks 


The  book  opens  on  the  fami- 
ly’s arrival  in  Canada.  No  year 
is  mentioned  in  the  text  except 
that  Rubin  relates  that  his  fami- 
ly was  originally  scheduled  to 
travel  steerage  on  the  ill-fated 
Titanic. 

In  its  early  days  in  Ottawa, 
the  Rubin  family  — originally 
from  Minsk  — helped  construct 
houses  in  the  then  eastern  re- 
gion of  the  city.  Settled  in  a 
two-storied  frame  home  on 
Cobourg  Street  directly  across 
from  the  streetcar  barn,  Rubin 
recalls  once  failing  asleep  on  the 
tracks.  His  mother  looked  on 
with  horror  as  a streetcar  ran 
over  him,  He  emerged  un- 
scathed. 

The  family  then  moved  to 
“the  peaceful  life  of  the  open 
country”  of  Westboro  where 
Rubin  remembers  his  stallion 
Barney,  the  family’s  quarter- 
acre  garden,  and  nearby  or- 
chards of  crabapple  and  plum 
trees.  It  was  a time  when  the 
youngster  enjoyed  walking 
without  shoes  through  fields  of 
cow  dung,  and  looked  forward 
to  his  pre-Shabbat  weekly  bath 
in  the  huge  washtub  in  the 
backyard. 

In  1918,  the  young  Rubin 
and  two  brothers,  while  retur- 
ning home  from  Bodnoff’s 
Bakery  on  St.  Patrick  St.,  en- 


countered in  Heney  Park  a 
group  of  young  toughs  “intent 
upon  beating  up  the  ‘Christ 
Killers’.”  The  Rubins  ran  into 
the  nearby  roadway  of  the 
home  of  then  Conservative 
Leader  Sir  Robert  Borden.  The 
statesman,  returning  home 
from  a constitutional,  “deliv- 
ered a stern  admonition  to  the 
gang”,  and  accompanied  the 
Rubins  across  Cummings 
Bridge  towards  their  then  home 
near  CyrviUe. 


A Terrific 
Read 


In  an  era  when  children  made 
their  own  fun,  Rubin  writes 
about  all  sorts  of  youthful  hi- 
jinks,  as  well  as  memories  of 
such  places  as  the  Isolaton 
Hospital,  Agudas  Achim 
Synagogue  (Rideau  Street 
Shul),  Wolinksy’s,  Dutchess 
Swimming  Hole,  Rideau  and 
York  Street  Public  Schools, 
Torontow’s  Hardware,  Imbros 
Restaurant  and  theatres  such  as 
the  Princess,  Monument  Na- 
tionale,  Francais  and  the  Im- 
perial, and  Angelsea  Square. 

As  well,  names  of  familiar 
Ottawa  families  pop  up  on 
many  pages  such  as  the  Bar- 
retts, Molots,  Mirskys,  Bod- 
noffs.  Blacks,  Goldfields, 
Bayiins,  Palmers,  Levitans, 
Kropps  and  Dufords. 

Rubin  also  relates  some  of 
the  early  days  of  organized 
athletics  in  Jewish  Ottawa  — 
from  the  top  floor  of  Fire  Sta- 
tion No.  4 to  the  Tel  Aviv  Ten- 
nis Club.  As  a member  of  the 
39th  Hebrew  Boy  Scout  Troop 
headed  by  Dr.  Abe  Slone,  he 
thrived  on  hiking,  camping, 
and  swimming  in  the  Ottawa 
and  Rideau  Rivers. 

Adding  some  spice  to  the 
memoirs  is  Rubin’s  erotic  ac- 
count of  witnessing  a menage- 
a-trois  in  the  shrubbery  sur- 
rounding Brittania  Park. 

There  is  little  in  the  way  of 
political,  social,  or  religious 
commentary  in  this  book.  Em- 
phasis is  on  memories  of  fun  in 
hangouts  such  as  Barney 
Weiss’s  Delicatessen,  Teskey’s, 
Bogg’s  and  Bowles  Lunch,  and 
experiences  in  the  outdoors  he 
so  obviously  enjoyed.  In  1935, 
he  was  director  of  the  first 
Camp  B’nai  Brith  opposite 
Quyon,  Quebec. 

After  high  school,  he  married 
and  worked  for  a few  years 
before  enlisting  in  the  infantry 
after  the  outbreak  of  World 
War  II.  The  almost  six-foot 
tall,  200-pound  Rubin  tells  of 
Jew-baiting  during  his  early 
days  of  training.  His  boxing 
skills  stood  him  in  good  stead. 

His  memories  of  service  in 
Canada,  Britain  and  Europe  as 
a fighter  pilot  are  offtimes

poignant.  He  warmly  recalls  the 
friendliness  and  strength  of 
Britons  while  under  siege. 
Rubin’s  four  other  brothers  all 
“fought  for  Canada  and  world 
freedom”  during  the  war. 

Although  growing  up  three 
decades  after  Rubin,  this 
reviewer  found  much  of  this 
book  fascinating  snapshots  of 
times  past  in  the  capital.  There 
is  a positive,  good-natured, 
“aw-shucks”  flavour  to  this 
book. 


This  volume  should  be  of  in- 
terest not  only  to  Ottawans  past 
and  present,  but  to  those 
members  of  other  ethnic  groups 
whose  families  went  through 
similar  experiences  in  adapting 
to  life  in  the  new  country.

Account  of  Jewish 
Expulsion  from  Spain 


This  year  Jews  who  trace  their 
ancestry  back  to  the  Spain  of  1492 
are  commemorating  the  500lh 
Anniversary  of  their  infamous 
Expulsion.  For  many  Sephardim, 
that  expulsion  remains  an  “as  if 
they  themselves  had  participated 
in  it"  experience. 

Over  a long  lime  span,  the  Jew- 
ish expulsion  from  Spain  affected 
all  of  Jewish  history.  Like  the 
story  of  the  Holocaust,  it's  incum- 
bent on  all  Jews  never  to  forget  it. 

Unfortunately  there  are  too 
few  good  children's  books  that 
tell  this  story  and  its  aftermath. 
The  two  that  I've  selected  are 
concise  histories,  loaded  with 
facts  to  expand  knowledge,  stimu- 
late imagination  and  excite  ques- 
tions. Each,  in  its  own  way,  is  a 
compelling  read.

Have  you  or  your  children  ever 
wondered  what  life  was  like  in 
another  time? 

If  so.  If  You  Were  There  in 
1492  is  the  book  for  you.  It 


describes  the  lifestyles,  culture 
and  customs  of  late  15lh  century 
Europe,  with  emphasis  on  Spain 
and  end-chapter  inserts  on 
Christopher  Columbus.  It's  a fas- 
cinating account  of  the  contradic- 
tions and  forces  that  made  1492 
both  a glorious  and  detestable 
year  in  Spanish  history. 

Using  the  devise  of  a trip  back 
in  lime,  Barbara  Brenner 
describes  the  grand  themes  of  the 
period  and  the  minutia  of  every- 
day life  in  16  short  chapters. 

Vivid  detail,  presented  in  an 
easy-to-read  style,  enables  kids  to 
develop  a sense  of  the  setting  and 
context  in  which  the  most  fateful 
events  of  the  year  occurred:  the 
Expulsion  of  the  Jews  from  Spain 
and  Columbus's  discovery  of  the 
Americas,  both  thanks  to  King 
Ferdinand  and  Queen  Isabella. 

In  the  chapters  “Crime  and 
Punishment"  and  “The  Expul- 
sion," Brenner's  wide-angle  lens 
zooms  in  to  focus  on  the  plight  of 
the  Jews  and  Arabs  under  the 
Spanish  Inquisition.  Terrible 
events  are  described  accurately, 
simply  and  informatively  as 
though  you  are  seeing  them.  The 
impact  is  strong  by  not  overpow- 
ering. 

The  Oilier  1492  takes  as  its 
point  of  departure  two  coinci- 
dences. 

The  first,  that  within  a three 
week  period  in  the  spring  of  1492, 
Spain's  rulers  ordered  all  Jews  out 
of  their  country  within  four 
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months  and,  with  the  encourage- 
ment and  financial  help  of  court 
Jews  and  Marranos,  commis- 
sioned Columbus's  search  for  a 
western  passage  to  the  Indies. 

The  second,  that  Columbus 
actually  set  sail  on  either  the  day 
after  of  the  very  day  (depending 
on  historians)  the  last  Jews  left 
Spain.  For  Finkelstein,  the  two 
“E”  words,  expulsion  and  explo- 
ration, are  linked  in  almost  a mys- 
tical connectedness. 

But  Finkelstein  does  much 
more  than  follow  the  wanderings 
of  the  Sephardim  through  the 
generations  from  Spain  to  the 
Americans.  He  also  traces  their 
origins  to  the  Roman  destruction 
of  the  Second  Temple  in  132  C.E., 
describes  their  Golden  Age,  the 
Inquisition,  the  Expulsion  itself 
and  relates  all  those  events  to 
what  was  happening,  during  that 
period,  to  Ashkenazic  Jewry.  A 
lour  deforce  of  effective,  efficient 
writing. 

Finkelstein's  writing  is  also  live- 
ly and  fast-paced.  Event  follows 
event  quickly  and  clearly.  Again 
and  again  he  highlights  Jewish 
leadership  and  the  strength  of 
Jewish  religious  and  social  values. 
From  bad.  comes  good  Finkel- 
stein asserts.  Good  for  Christo- 
pher Columbus  and.  in  the  long 
scope  that's  history,  lifesaving  for 
Sephardim  and  Ashkenazim. 

My  one  complaint  concerns 
maps.  There  are  none  in  a history 
that  deals  with  movement.  Kids 
and  adults  find  maps  useful  when 
reading  history,  especially  a histo- 
ry dispersion  and  exploration. 
Encourage  your  child  to  use  one 
when  he/she  reads  this  book.

Name  change  for 
Jewish  archives 


The  Toronto  Jewish  Con- 
gress/Canadian Jewish  Con- 
gress Ontario  Region  Archives 
has  officially  changed  its  name 
to  The  Ontario  Jewish 
Archives. 

The  Archives,  established  in 
1973,  is  responsible  for  the  col- 
lection and  preservation  of  ma- 
terial recording  the  history  of 
the  Jews  in  Ontario.  It  is  hous- 
ed at  4600  Bathurst  St.  in 
Willowdale. 

The  name  change  comes 
about  in  the  wake  of  last  year’s 
name  change  for  Toronto 
Jewish  Congress  (TJC),  which 
became  the  Jewish  Federation 
of  Greater  Toronto. 

“Since  TJC  changed  its 
name,  a new  name  incor- 
porating both  it  and  Canadian 
Jewish  Congress  would  be  im-

possibly  cumbersome”  says  Ar- 
chives chairman  Cyrel  Troster. 
“The  new  name  became  effec- 
tive October  1.” 

Since  1986,  the  Archives  has 
been  recognized  by  the  federal 
government  as  a designated  in- 
stitution under  the  Cultural 
Properties  Export  Act  as  the 
Ontario  Jewish  Archives  Foun- 
dation, explains  Archives  direc- 
tor Dr.  Stephen  Speisman.  This 
means  that  the  Archives  can  of- 
fer a tax  benefit  for  gifts  of  ma- 
jor collections.

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Clinton  campaign  courted 
by  Jews  rather  than  the 
other  way  around 


WASHINGTON  (JTA)  — 
While  Jews  are  expected  to  vote 
for  Bill  Clinton  in  greater 
numbers  than  they  did  for 
Michael  Dukakis  four  years 
ago,  the  Democratic  presiden- 
tial nominee  is  not  taking  the 
Jewish  vote  for  granted. 

His  campaign  has  assembled 
a host  of  activities  specially 
targeted  for  Jewish  voters 
across  the  country. 

They  are  being  organized 
largely  in  response  to  un- 
precedented levels  of  Jewish 
suppport  for  the  Democratic 
ticket  and  demands  to  become 
involved. 

“The  grass  roots  are  driving 
this  to  a great  extent,”  cam- 
paign official  Karen  Adler  told 
members  of  the  Jewish  press  in 
a telephone  briefing. 

“We  are  getting  pushed  by 
our  people,  not  just  in  the  big 
centers  of  Jewish  population,  to 
be  visible  (and)  to  help  them 
whether  it’s  in  a house  party  in 
Allentown,  Pa.,  or  with  several 
hundred  people  in  Manhat- 
tan.” 

Predictably,  the  Jewish  arm 
of  the  campaign  has  placed  a 
strategic  emphasis  on  states 
with  large  Jewish  populations, 
such  as  California,  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  Florida,  Illinois 
and  Pennsylvania. 

But  the  campaign  operatives 
say  they  have  been  surprised  by 
the  level  of  Jewish  interest  and 
activism  in  states  where  Jewish 
numbers  are  small  but  may  be 
more  critical,  including  Loui- 
siana and  Georgia. 

Calls  from  all  over  the  country 

The  Democrats’  national 
Jewish  outreach  effort  has 
featured  major  speeches  by 
Clinton  before  the  campaign’s 
Jewish  Leadership  Council  in 
June,  and  more  recently  before 
the  B’nai  Brith  International 
convention  in  Washington  and 
the  Conference  of  Presidents  of 
Major  American  Jewish 
Organizations  in  New  York. 

There  was  also  the  recent 
speech  by  Clinton’s  running 
mate,  Sen.  A1  Gore  of  Ten- 
nessee, broadcast  via  satellite  to 
35  communities  in  an  event  co- 
sponsored by  the  National 
Jewish  Community  Relations 
Advisory  Council  and  the 


Council  of  Jewish  Federations. 

But  the  bulk  of  the  activity, 
say  the  co-ordinators,  has  been 
grass  roots,  generated  more  by 
community  interest  than  by  the 
campaign. 

Sara  Ehrman,  the  cam- 
paign’s Jewish  outreach  co- 
ordinator, said  the  campaign 
has-been  overwhelmed  by  the 
enthusiasm  from  Jewish 
quarters. 

Jews  are  “avid  participants 
in  the  political  process,”  she 
said.  “We  get  calls  from  all 
over  the  country  from  people 
demanding  to  know  what  they 
can  do.” 

“I’ve  been  around  this  game 
for  a long  time,”  she  con- 
tinued, “and  I have  never  seen 
our  community,  the  Jewish 
community,  as  engaged  in  a 
political  campaign.”
